ALMOST £lm of taxpayers’ money 
has been spent by Harlow College to 
fund its controversial restructuring, it 
has been revealed. 

In a letter to disgruntled former college 
lecturers forced from their posts in the sum¬ 
mer, Harlow MP and minister for lifelong 
learning Bill Rammell disclosed the figure - 
which could potentially be as high as £1.5m. 

The news comes as union members prepare to 
launch a group bid for legal compensation amid 
claims the college failed to carry out statutory 
consultation over the 2007 redundancies. 

“Principal Colin Hindmarch has informed me 
that the total cost of the restructuring is 
£819,357,” wrote Mr Rammell. 

“In addition, legal costs of £107,000 and 
recruitment costs of just over £60,000 were 
incurred during the year. I am very concerned at 
these costs.” 

Mr Hindmarch launched his new teaching and

learning strategy proposals last Easter, provoking 
student protests and strike action by the 
University and College Union. 

In total, 79 lecturers permanently lost their 
jobs or quit due to disagreements with the princi¬ 
pal, and many were paid redundancy packages. 

Mr Rammell added: “These very high costs 
reinforce my view that the change strategy the 
principal initiated was not adequately thought 
through or effectively implemented.” 

The group compensation claim by union mem¬ 
bers could cost about £500,000, although Mr 
Hindmarch disputes its validity stating all but two 
lecturers signed a waiver for any compensation 
claims. 

He told the Star on Tuesday: “We didn’t want 
as many leaving that did and, with more leaving, 
the costs inevitably went up. 


“This did, however, mean we could get the 
restructuring in place much quicker because we 
were only originally expecting 40 to leave.” 

Asked whether he would have invested £lm in 
the college any differently, he said: “Even if we 
had known then that it would cost this much, we 
would still have done it.” 

He also added he thought the high cost showed 
good value for money and that the strategy was 
already paying dividends with attendance and 
retention of students above the national average 
for sixth forms. 

UCU head of further education Barry Lovejoy 
confirmed the union had issued legal proceedings 
against the college under the 1992 Trade Unions 
and Labour Relations Consolidation (Act) and 
added: “Unfortunately, this confirms all our 
fears about events at the college prior to manage¬ 
ment finally agreeing a process, through the con¬ 
ciliation service ACAS, to attempt to deal 
with matters of dispute between UCU and the 
college.”

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Drunken man 
stole TV to get 
at neighbours 

A MAN was “exceptionally 
drunk” when he broke into a 
house just a few doors away 
from his own home, a court 
heard. 

Mark Smith (28) was holding a 
television set he had taken when 
police arrested him shortly 
afterwards. 

Smith, of Canons Gate, Harlow, 
admitted burglary at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Monday. 

Jane Oldfield, prosecuting, said 
Smith was with two friends 
when he kicked in a door to a 
house in Canons Gate in the 
early hours of August 25 last 
year. He went inside and came 
out holding a television. 

The noise of the break-in awoke 
a neighbour and police arrived 
to find Smith holding the 
television. 

He told police he found it on 
the grass. The court heard the 
three men had been 
complaining about the 
behaviour of the occupants of 
the house and went there to 
teach them a lesson, but nobody 
was home. No action was taken 
against the men with Smith. 
Annie Walshe, in mitigation, 
said Smith acted out of 
character. “He recognises his 
stupidity and is very 
embarrassed by this,” she said. 
Smith was ordered to do 200 
hours unpaid community work 
and to pay £30 compensation 
and £200 costs. 

Residents share 
top safety fears 

ALCOHOL-fuelled crime, 
nuisance neighbours and 
loitering youths top the list of 
Harlow residents’ safety fears. 
The revelations came as police 
revealed disorder in the town 
has dropped by 21 per cent in 
three years.

Group wants a shelters solution 


A NEW campaign has been 
launched in the Staple Tye 
area of Harlow to get the 
estate’s dilapidated bus 
shelters renovated or 
replaced. 

The drive, co-ordinated by 
ward councillor Lee 
Dangerfield (Conservative) 
and party colleague Dave 
Kirton, is said to be in 
response to an influx of 
complaints from local bus 
users. 

Although Harlow Council’s 
maintenance contractor, Kier, 
sends workmen to clear litter 
and remove graffiti from 


shelters, it is not paid to 
carry out any other repairs, 
meaning some bus stops have 
become progressively run 
down. 

Among the complaints 
relating to the old-style green 
shelters are broken Perspex 
panels, torched litter bins 
and damaged seats. 

The campaigners plan to 
collect signatures in the 
coming weeks before 
presenting a petition to the 
council’s environment and 
community committee and 
are also calling for lighting to 
be installed. 


Mr Dangerfield said: “When 
we’re really trying to 
encourage people to get out 
of their cars and use public 
transport, I think the least we 
could do is provide them with 
safe and comfortable bus 
shelters. With some of these 
shelters, you might just as 
well be standing in the street 
in the rain.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“When vandalism is reported 
to us, we do undertake minor 
repairs, for example, 
removing graffiti. We have 
also worked with the police 
to monitor certain shelters.”

The town is one of a selection 
from different regions of the 
UK chosen by cross-party cam¬ 
paign group I Want A 
Referendum to host a local vote 
and Rayleigh MP Mr Francois 


MORE than 20 jobs could 
be axed as Harlow Coun¬ 
cil tries to plug the £1.8m 
black hole in its finances. 

Joint leaders Tony Durcan 
and Chris Millington announ¬ 
ced the proposed cuts on 
Friday. They are set to be rub- 
berstamped at tonight’s (Thur¬ 
sday’s) policy and resources 
committee meeting. 

Mr Durcan refused to say exact¬ 
ly how many face the axe but 
admitted it will be in double fig¬ 
ures, affecting employees across 
the board and at all levels. 

The Star understands 30 posts - 
eight per cent of the General Fund 
workforce - will go, seven of 
which are currently vacant. UNI¬ 
SON says 54 workers have been 
told their jobs are at risk. 

The authority needs to make 
£2.8m savings in the next financial 
year after a £1.8m budget shortfall. 

But the job cuts could be the 
taxpayer’s gain, with the adminis¬ 
tration also outlining plans to 
increase the council’s share of 
council tax by only 2.9 per cent - 
below the current rate of inflation 
and one of the lowest rises in 
Essex.

Frontline services such as The 
Playhouse, Pets’ Corner and the 
Leah Manning Centre will be safe¬ 
guarded from funding cuts, while 
the £300,000 normally set aside 
for the running of the now-defunct 
Harlow Pool will be put into pro¬ 
viding new sports and leisure 
opportunities in the town. 

“This has been one of the most 
difficult political decisions I have 
ever had to make,” said Mr 
Durcan. “The choice was clear - 
we could raise council tax above 
the rate of inflation and make serv¬ 
ice cutbacks, or we could make 
staff changes and re-structure. 

“This budget will protect popu¬ 
lar frontline services like The 
Playhouse and put more money 
into priority areas, as well as creat¬ 
ing new sports and leisure oppor¬ 
tunities for all.” 

A UNISON spokesman said the 
union had recently passed a vote of 
no confidence in the corporate 
management team and said it 
should bear responsibility for the 
crisis, adding voluntary redundan¬ 
cies should be sought before com¬ 
pulsory cuts are made.

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Upset at road 
name change

ANGRY residents have torn 
into the bosses of a Harlow 
housing development after 
their street name was 
changed - two years after 
their homes were built. 

Developers at Newhall have 
altered the name of Great Auger 
Street to Great Augur Street after 
realising a computer spellcheck 
slip-up at their solicitor’s office 
caused the road to be named 
incorrectly. 

The seemingly trivial mistake 
could now cost each of the 16 home- 
owners upwards of £100 as to 
change the details on their passports, 
driving licences and property deeds, 
not to mention addresses on their 
bank records, mortgage details and 
utility accounts. 

Now they have lobbied local

councillor Muriel Jolles to step in, 
producing a petition signed by 
everyone on the street to ask for the 
subtle change of name to be 
scrapped - and the pressure has 
already resulted in the developer 
offering to pay their expenses if the 
name-change sticks. 

Resident Ashley Gibson said: “I 
think it’s a waste of time just for the 
sake of changing the name. I don’t 
think [the developers] realise the 
trouble we’re going to have to go to 
get everything updated.” 

Another, who wished to remain 
anonymous, added: “It all seems a 


bit pointless. We’ll all have to go 
through the rigmarole of changing 
our passports, driving licences and 
bank details just for the sake of one 
letter in the name of the street.” 

But landowner and Newhall 
Project boss William Moen remains 
hopeful that homeowners will accept 
the change, claiming the name dates 
back to Roman Britain. 

“We appreciate that there will be 
some inconvenience to the people 
living on the street, who may have to 
change documentation, but it would 
be a terrible shame for a name that 
has lasted thousands of years to be 
erased because of a computer 
spellchecking error,” he said. 

“I wouldn’t expect any resident to 
be out of pocket over this and we 
would of course reimburse them any 
fees incurred by changing their 
details. 

“And they can rest assured that we 
will only use the correct name by 
consensus, but we do very much 
hope that they will take the long¬ 
term view on this.”

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FBU seeks aid 
to stop thugs 

THE Essex Fire Brigades Union 
has called on the Government 
for a national strategy to tackle 
thugs who attack firefighters.

£V2tn gap in cost of 
keeping pool afloat 


COUNCILLORS who voted 
to shut down Harlow Pool 
were told the cost of keeping 
it open was more than £%m 
higher than a previous esti¬ 
mate had indicated, it can be 
revealed. 

Through the Freedom of 
Information Act, the Star has 
obtained two separate reports 
compiled by structural consultant 
Pellings. 

Harlow Council’s environment and 
community committee voted in 
December to close the First Avenue 
facility, believing the cost of keeping 
it open until 2010 would be £728,000. 

But an official visual inspection 
carried out just weeks before by the 
firm estimated the cost would be just 
£166,300. 

Troup, Bywaters and Anders 
inspected the mechanical and electri¬ 
cal systems for both Pellings reports. 

The first report stated the aim was: 
“... to provide the client with suffi¬ 
cient detailed information to assess 
the viability of keeping the swimming 
pool facility open ... before the sched¬ 
uled closure in 2010.” 

The council then commissioned a 
second in-depth report in which many 
of the original estimates were consid¬ 
erably higher - even though some 
aspects were again only inspected

visually. No date of inspection was 
given in the second report, unlike its 
predecessor. 

The most significant increase was 
the cost to repair the roof, which rock¬ 
eted from an estimated £22,000 to 
£305,000. 

Replacement of air-conditioning 
units rose from £12,000 to £28,000 
and a stair lift deemed adequate in the 
first report was subsequently given a 
price tag of £50,000 to revamp. 

Council strategic director Graham 
Branchett said the first report was 
ignored when the second one was 
commissioned - and despite not 
querying the huge difference in costs, 
he said management had no benefit in 
wanting the pool closed. 

Mr Branchett said technical ques¬ 
tions he was unable to answer should 
be referred to Pellings. 

However, when Pellings was 
approached for comment a spokes¬ 
woman told the Star the company had 
been instructed by the council not talk 
to the Press. 

Bishop’s Stortford firm RCA, 
which carried out the second inspec¬ 
tion on the roof, also refused to com¬ 
ment, as did Troup, By water and 
Anders. 



IN Pellings’ first report, a 
price tag of £22,000 was 
given to return the roof to 
reasonable working order 
until 2010; the second 
inspection, carried out by 
Bishop’s Stortford firm 
RCA, said an area needed 
new screws and re-felting 
but offered no estimate - 
Pellings reported an 
estimate of £305,000. 

The spectators’ gallery, 
while simply noted as 
unsatisfactory for the 


elderly or disabled in the 
first instance, was then 
given a ‘critical’ risk factor 
in part of the second report 
at a likely cost of £50,000. 

To get the changing room 
stairs up to scratch, the 
second report estimated 
£15,000; in the first, the 
amount was £2,600 plus 
some warning signs.

WE SAY 

T HERE was a time when 
Harlow College was viewed 
by many as one of the 
leading lights in further 
education. 

But it seems the reputation has 
been significantly overshadowed 
since principal Colin Hindmarch 
forced through his drastic and 
unpopular staffing restructure. 
For a while the college stayed 
out of the limelight, the dust 
settled and it seemed to be 
business as usual - but the 
revelation this week that the 
cost of last summer's painful 
upheavals will cost the taxpayer 
£1m-plus is bound to raise 
temperatures again. 

For MP Bill Rammell to go public 
and criticise the massive bill 
shows the degree to which he is 
rightly concerned. 

Critics will say the money has 
been frittered away when it 
would have been far better 
spent on improving learning 
facilities for the students and 
the parents of those attending 
the college might well be 
legitimately asking whether 
their children's education is in 
the safest and most caring of 
hands. 

The facility ultimately exists to 
provide those who attend it with 
the best possible learning 
resources in order to better 
prepare them for their futures. 
But can a regime whose 
priorities have been so widely 
guestioned, one which sees no 
problem in spending such a huge 
amount of money to re-jig 
staffing, seriously expect to be 
regarded as the best provider of 
an environment to nurture and 
educate young minds?

Who says we 
are failing? 

SIR, I read with interest Jim 
Rogers’ concerns ( Letters , 
January 24) in his piece entitled 
“School’s closure must be 
fought”. 

Whilst I sympathise with the 
unsettling effects created by the 
current plans for school 
reorganisation in Harlow, I must 
take issue with his remark that 
Brays Grove was deemed to be 
“a failing school”. My question 
to Mr Rogers is ‘by whom?’. 

Has Mr Rogers read the Brays 
Grove Ofsted report of May 
2003, which is in the public 
domain? Clearly not. It 
commends many aspects of the 
work of the school including ‘the 
considerable amount of very 
good teaching, particularly at 
Key Stage 4’ (Ofsted 2003) . Did 
Mr Rogers see the list issued by 
the Department for Children, 
Schools and Families (DCSF) of 
the 100 Most Improved Schools 
2002-05 in which Brays Grove 
appeared? ‘failing school’, Mr 
Rogers? I think not. 

Has Mr Rogers scrutinised our 
Contextual Value Added scores 
for 2007 which are 1009.7 from 
Key Stage 2-4 (placing the 
school in the top 29 per cent of 
schools nationally) and 1017.2 
from Key Stage 3-4 (the top 13 
per cent nationally)? Both 
figures prove that students at 
Brays Grove Community College 
achieve very good progress from 
Years 7-11? 

I’m pleased to be able to report 
to your readers that Brays Grove 
Community College is not as Mr 
Rogers describes, and this isn’t 
simply my opinion, it is an 
opinion validated by Ofsted and 
by the DCSF.

I’m also fascinated by a 
large metal and concrete sluice 
gate at the Penlow Road end of 
the gully and would like to know 
when it was last open, who closed 
it and why. 

Longstanding residents or maybe 
council workers, present and past, 
must surely know more of the 
local history than this newcomer. 
One of my neighbours, for 
example, tells me that there used 
to be a path at least a yard wide 
alongside it, where local residents 
used to walk regularly. When did 
that particular pleasure disappear? 
I have a theory about the gully

Outfitters so 
suited to Les 


L OOK closely at this 
arty photograph of a 
rain-soaked Market 
Square by night in the early 
1960s and you will spot, no, 
not a solitary man sparking 
up a Strand, but 
gentlemen’s outfitter Peter 
Goodfellow’s. 

The shop was the subject of 
Nostalgia's lead article two 
weeks ago and we are grateful 
to The Museum Of Harlow 
historian David Devine for 
providing what is believed to be 
the only existing picture of it. 

But also getting in touch in 
response to our piece was Rectory 
Wood resident Les Coben, who 
managed another of Harlow’s 
assortment of menswear stores, 
Harry Fenton’s. 

Les (79) explained: “In 1956,1 was 
working at the Tottenham branch of 
John Walton’s but I had got to know 
the general manager of Harry 
Fenton’s because he was a friend of 
my brother’s. One day he turned up 
at my house in London and offered 
me the job of managing a new 
Fenton’s store in Harlow. I didn’t 
even know where Harlow was!” 

Les nevertheless took the job, 
opening up the new store next to

Adams House. For the first few 
months, he travelled in from 
Whitechapel on the Green Line bus 
before moving to Rectory Wood 
with his family in February 1957. 
“Initially, I didn’t even think of 
moving to Harlow but once I started 
working here I was so impressed 
with the cleanliness and newness of 
the whole place that I decided it 
was for me. When I applied for a 
house at the Corporation, they gave 
me the keys to four places - in Ram 
Gorse, Foldcroft, Collins Meadow 
and Rectory Wood - so we could 
pick the one we liked best.” 

Les recalled that while Fenton’s and 
John Walton’s were big rivals for 
the cheaper clothes market, Peter 
Goodfellow’s and Glanville’s 
competed for the town’s more 
upmarket customers. 

“We catered for the working man,” 
he said, “Although I maintain to this 
day that while we were cheaper than 
the likes of Glanville’s, a lot of our 
clothes were just as good. 

“When it came to drawing 
customers in, the window displays 
were really important. They could 
make the difference between a good 


week and a bad week. 

“Good service was also crucial. It 
wasn’t like today - when you 
walked in, an assistant would 
approach you, find out what you 
were after and advise you. A few 
times I convinced someone to have 
a cheaper suit than the one they 
wanted because it looked better on 
them.” 

After a couple of years, Les left 
Fenton’s to work for Sheraton’s 
furniture store in The Rows. He 
later returned to fashion, running 
shops in London’s Carnaby Street 
and Kings Road. At the age of 40, 
however, he left the trade for good. 
“I was totally disillusioned,” he 
said. “I went to United Glass just to 
get a job to keep me going for a 
few weeks. I ended up staying for 
24 years.” 

Meanwhile, Harlow’s original 
menswear stores were disappearing. 
“I think Peter Goodfellow’s was the 
first to go, then Fenton’s and 
Walton’s not long after,” he 
recalled. 

“Everything changed very quickly; 
suddenly people didn’t want 
salesmen or good service any more, 
they just wanted to help themselves. 
A lot of the smaller shops couldn’t 
or didn’t react quickly enough and 
everyone went off to the department 
stores instead.”

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Man launches a 
compensation 
bid over cancer 

AN Epping man dying of asbestos- 
related cancer has launched a legal 
battle for compensation from his 
former employer. 

Edward Abbott (77) has developed 
malignant mesothelioma, a terminal 
cancer of the tissues surrounding his 
lungs, according to a writ issued at 
London's High Court and just made 
publicly available 

Now Mr Abbott, of Upland Road, is 
claiming damages of up to £250,000 
from Kier Ltd, of Sandy, 
Bedfordshire. 

The writ says he was exposed to 
deadly asbestos dust and fibres when 
he worked for the company’s 
predecessors CJ Smith (Abridge) 
and WC French between 1953-70 as 
a carpenter. 

It states he worked on sites fitting 
shuttering and forms for concrete 
production and although for the first 
year or two he did not work directly 
with asbestos, workmen around him 
were using it. 

Later he carried out repair and 
refurbishment work on local 
authority property for the company, 
including fireproofing using 
asbestolux sheeting which needed 
cutting and shaping. 

Now Mr Abbott has developed 
mesothelioma, which the writ says 
he knows will shorten his life 
considerably, and is already 
increasingly dependent on others 
because of the condition. 

He accuses the company of 
negligence and says it required him 
to work with asbestos knowing it 
was dangerous, required him to work 
alongside other tradesmen working 
with asbestos and failed to take steps 
to eliminate his exposure. 


No cause for alarm 
in coppiced woods

WALKERS alarmed at drastic cop¬ 
picing work in woodland areas of 
Harlow have been told not to worry. 

Work has begun to cut down Hornbeams 
under the council’s five-year management 
plan for Risdens Wood and Hospital Wood, 
close to the Parndon Wood Crematorium. 

The process, undertaken by workmen from 
contractor Kier on behalf of Harlow Council, 
aims to encourage new wildlife in the area, des¬ 
ignated a Site of Special Scientific Interest by 
Government agency Natural England. 

The felling also extends the life of the trees, 
after they grow back from ground level. 

But the work, the like of which has not been 
carried out in the wood for 10 years, has upset 
walkers who worry it is actually damaging the 
surroundings. 

Thurstons resident Margaret Carter, said it 
looked like “wanton vandalism” and fears habi¬ 
tats for bats, woodpeckers and other birds could 
have been disturbed. 

But a council spokesman insisted the work has 
been properly carried out: “The council has a 
legal obligation to continue managing this wood 
in a traditional manner, which involved coppicing 
the trees. If no management took place in the 
wood it would be deemed neglect and the wood 
would fall into dereliction, which is already evi¬ 
dent in many parts of the wood. 

“Council officers have been on site with the 
tree gang for an hour each morning to answer any

questions the public may have.” 

Harlow Civic Society’s John Curry, who 
knows about trees and whose son is a profes¬ 
sional tree surgeon, also offered reassurance. 

“The idea of the system is to encourage new 
growth from ground level,” he said. “It can look 
like a bit a war zone and really quite alarming, 
but I would say to people ‘don’t panic’.”

SOME of you may 
remember Concorde, 
once the world’s fastest 
supersonic passenger jet 
planes until it was taken 
out of service five years 
ago. 

Now British scientists have 
designed a much faster, 
hypersonic plane which could 
take people for day trips to the 
other side of the world.

4,000mph, the A2 aircraft would 
cover the distance from Europe 
to Australia in less than five 
hours - a journey that currently 
takes almost a whole day.

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Tenants braced 
for rents to rise 
above inflation 

COUNCIL tenants in Harlow look 
set to see their rents rise by an 
inflation-busting seven per cent 
from April. 

The council’s policy and resources 
committee is expected to approve 
the hike when it meets tonight 
(Thursday). 

Under the Government’s rent 
restructuring arrangements - 
designed to bring council rents into 
line with those charged by housing 
associations - the council is 
expected to increase rents by 3.9 per 
cent to reflect inflation, plus a 
further 0.5 per cent for an assumed 
increase in rent levels and an extra 
£2 a week on top. 

This will push the average council 
tenant’s weekly rent up from £63.40 
to £67.91. In addition, garage rents 
are to go up by three per cent to an 
average of £7 a week and communal 
heating charges will rise from an 
average of £6.72 to £7.47 a week. 
Locally, the Government’s insistence 
that rents are increased has caused 
frustration. Councillor Simon Carter 
(Conservative) said the Town Hall 
would not see any of the extra 
revenue raised from the increased 
rents after April because it would all 
be paid to the Government in a levy 
known as negative subsidy. 
Condemning the rent rise as 
“another stealth tax”, he warned it 
could put the cash-strapped 
council’s finances at further risk. 
“This Government is continuing its 
attack on the most vulnerable 
Harlow residents - those living in 
council houses,” he said. “Councils 
are required to adjust their rents to 
match those of housing associations 
and the Government is stealing the 
proceeds. 

“The Government takes 35p of 
every £1 tenants pay in rent, yet the 
council is forced to borrow tens of 
millions of pounds to help bring its 
properties up to the Decent Homes 
Standard.” 


High praise for man 
who snared burglar

A JUDGE has thank¬ 
ed a man who helped 
snare a burglar who 
broke into a Harlow 
flat. 

Damien Keighley kept 
watch on the culprit, 
chased after him in his 
van and then took the reg¬ 
istration of the getaway 
car. 

Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard it was his swift action 
which led to the arrest of 
Christopher Henry (44), 
from Streatham. 

Sentencing Henry on 
Thursday, Judge Charles 
Gratwicke said of Mr 
Keighley: “If it were not for 
people such as him, the 
wheels of justice would grind 
even slower. He is to be com¬ 
mended. 

“I wish there were more 
people like him prepared to 
intervene and prepared to 
assist.” 

The court heard Mr 
Keighley was parked in 
Potters Field, Harlow, on 
August 20 last year when he 
saw Henry on the landing of 
a first floor block of flats. He 
thought he might be a sales¬ 
man but became suspicious 
when he heard the sound of 
keys in a lock. 

Mr Keighley approached 


and asked if he could assist 
but Henry said he was from a 
breakdown company and 
was there as the result of a 
call-out. 

Mr Keighley, of Potters 
Field, then saw Henry go 
across to a block of flats 
opposite and appear a short 
time later carrying what 
appeared to be a laptop case. 

He saw a vehicle speed 
off, chased it in his van and 
when he caught up with it he 
saw Henry was the driver. He 
jotted down the registration 
number before returning to 
the flat to leave a message 
with the occupant telling 
them what he had seen. 

The resident later reported 
their flat had been broken 
into and police traced Henry 
to his address where jew¬ 
ellery, cash and other items 
were seized. 

Henry, a crack addict, 
pleaded guilty to burglary at 
the hearing. 

Tony Ventham, in mitiga¬ 
tion, said his client had a 
long history of offending and 
was trying to kick his drug 
habit. 

Henry was sentenced to 
one year in prison, suspend¬ 
ed for two years. He was also 
placed on probation for 18 
months and made subject of 
a drug rehabilitation order 
for one year.

prospective Parliamentary candi¬ 
date Robert Halfon. 

His particular area of interest was 
what he believed to be Britain’s loss of 
sovereignty to the European Union 
and his thoughts on the subject often 
appeared on the Star's letters pages. 


Just two days before his death, he was 
in Harlow town centre campaigning 
for a referendum on the EU Reform 
Treaty. 

Before his entry into the political 
sphere later in life, Mr Pond - who 
served with the Rifle Brigade during 
the Second World War - enjoyed a 
successful business career, first set¬ 
ting up a coach business in Epping 
Green before later establishing a chain 
of 150 service stations throughout the 
country. 

His business pio¬ 
neered the idea of 
self-service filling 
stations, an idea 
which was novel at 
the time but caught 
on to such an extent 
that it is now almost 
universal. The sta¬ 
tion at Nazeing 
crossroads, the first 
of Mr Pond’s empire, 
is believed to have 
been the first self- 
service garage in the 
country. 

After retiring 10 
years ago, he kept 
his industry contacts 
and for five years 
served as president 
of automotive indus¬ 
try charity BEN. 

Mr Halfon was 
among the first to 
pay tribute: “I am 
devastated by the 
loss of Alan. He was 
a most wonderful 
friend to me, a very 
generous man in all 
senses of the word, 
passionate about 
Harlow and the com¬ 
munities in which he 
lived, and about his 
politics. 

“I am glad that my 
most recent memory 
of him will be cam¬ 
paigning together 
last Wednesday in 
support of the 
Harlow EU referen¬ 
dum, something he 
advocated with ener¬ 
gy and spirit that 
belied his years.” 

Harlow Conser¬ 
vative Association 
chairman Tony Hall 
said Mr Pond was a 
man of “the utmost 
modesty and integri¬ 
ty”, adding: “Alan 
was someone we 
turned to for advice 
and guidance, which 
was always forth¬ 
coming. He was 
such a gentleman in 
the truest sense.” 

Harlow Council 
Tory group leader 
Andrew Johnson, 
said: “His wise 

counsel and 

absolutely unflap¬ 
pable approach to 
everything calmed 
many turbulent 
waters over the 
years.” 

Brought up in 
London, Mr Pond 
moved first to 
Nazeing in the 1940s 
and then to Roydon 
in the 1970s, living 
in Grange Lane. He 
is survived by his 
wife, Dorrie, and 
two sons.

E VER since County Hall 
bigwigs ripped the heart 
out of Harlow’s live 
music scene by barring The 
Square’s core fanbase from 
entry, the town has been 
crying out for the return of its 
musical identity. 

In one fell swoop, a diverse legion 
of youngsters with gravity-defying 
haircuts and impossibly tight 
trousers were left with nowhere to 
call their own. 

The Hertford Marquee may have filled 
in well as the new proving ground for 
local bands, but ‘homecoming’ gigs in a 
market town 10 miles over the border 
were by no means ideal for Harlow’s 
close-knit indie fraternity. 

And even with the promising news of a 
short-term reprieve for The Square after 
pressure group The Square One 
Partnership was handed the reins after 
months of campaigning, doubts linger 
over its long-term future with the site 
still earmarked for demolition. 
Thankfully, a brave team at Club 
Quattroz is currently granting live music 
in Harlow a second coming. 

Whereas The Rows on a Friday used to 
be given a wide berth by the indie 
crowd, a remarkable transformation is 
underway that may just change the face 
of Harlow’s nightlife for good. 

The brainchild of DJ Terry Tyler, 
pictured right , Kids In The Riot began in 
November last year as a straightforward 
indie club night at which the young 
maverick spun a heady mix of punk, 
indie, ska, rock and nu-rave for clubbers 
more at home at a gig. 

His initial success has prompted an 


overhaul of the format with the addition 
of live music from both established and 
up-and-coming local bands alongside 
guest DJ slots. 

“The idea came from the fact that 
people like me didn’t really have 
anywhere to go out in town on the 
weekend,” said Terry. “Ever since The 
Square had its alcohol licence taken 


away and they turned it into a youth 
club, there’s been nowhere to go and 
listen to decent music.” 

Frustrated with the lack of options, he 
approached Quattroz manager Debbie 
Payne and suggested she stage an indie 
night with himself acting as promoter 
and D J. Although a D J of limited 
experience, his enthusiasm and passion 


for music won her over. 

“It was a massive step for us to take, but 
we were willing to take a risk,” said 
Debbie, who runs the club with her 
brother-in-law Gary Cane. “We really 
had no idea whether an indie night 
would work - we’d certainly never done 
anything like it before, but Terry was 
convinced it could work. Sure enough, 
we were almost full on the opening 
night, without even really promoting it.” 

S o impressed were Debbie and 
Gary with the response, the club 
is now looking to shake off its 
traditional image as an R&B, dance and 
garage venue to reinvent itself as a “pure 
indie” club and live music venue. 

“It’s a bit of a risk, sure,” she admitted. 
“But we were fed up with having to 
compete for the same audience every 
weekend. The whole nightclub scene in 
the town is in dire need of a shake-up, 
and we wanted to be at the forefront.” 
The changes are already starting to take 
shape, with Terry ’s request for the club 
to be made ‘dingier’ in the greatest 
respect of indie-club tradition resulting 
in the gradual appearance of rock posters 
on the walls and the addition of a 
makeshift stage in front of the DJ booth. 
“We’re only making slight adjustments 
for the time being, but when the club 
starts to really take off we’ll look at a 


new PA system and stage,” said Debbie. 
But what of the new clientele? How do 
sensitive emo types, whiskey-soaked 
rockers and suited-and-booted mods 
compare to the champagne bling and 
micro-minis of the club’s recent history? 
“I can’t believe how trouble-free the club 
has been since we’ve gone all-out indie,” 
said Debbie. “Our bouncers were 
standing around without anything to do 
at the opening. They seem so well- 
behaved - it must come with the music. 
Terry agrees: “There’s none of the 
macho posturing that seems to go hand- 
in-hand with R&B and hip-hop. A lot of 
the people on the indie scene in Harlow 
know each other and get along well 
already, so there’s never any trouble. 
Everyone’s a lot more chilled out and as 
long as I can keep them happy with the 
music, there shouldn’t be any problems.” 
So there you have it - a new live music 
Mecca in Harlow, thanks to the passion 
of a young DJ, the trust and calculated 
risk-taking of the management team and 
the dedication of real music fans. 

And with promoter Red Griffin Records 
lined up to launch its own live club night 
- dubbed Time For Heroes with 
established, signed acts as well as local 
unsigned talent - the future certainly 
looks bright for the venue’s rebirth.

His choice of leading man, then, 
is perhaps something of a 
surprise - while Hayden 
Christensen’s marketability 
undoubtedly rose after playing 
Anakin Skywalker in Star Wars: 
Revenge of the Sith , serious 
question marks remain over 
his acting skills and credibility 
as a lead. 

He plays Davey, a teenager 
with a genetic anomaly 
that gives him the ability to 
teleport or ‘jump’ to 
anywhere in the world at 
any time.

It’s only a matter of time before Davey is 
dragged into the battle, spurred by 
cryptic clues to his mother’s fate that 
seem to lead directly to his new friend’s 
sworn enemies.

THE PHANTOM CARRIAGE/THE IMAGE 
MAKERS 

(Tartan Video, U, retail) 

Made in 1921, Swedish director Victor Sjostrom’s 
potent morality fable has lost none of its poetic power 
to impress and engage the mind. 

According to Scandinavian legend, the last sinner to 
die before the stroke of midnight heralds the new 
year is condemned to drive death’s carriage for the 
next 12 months, endlessly journeying the world to 
harvest the souls of the damned. 

From her deathbed, angelic Salvation Army worker 
Edit (Astrid Holm) calls for cynical alcoholic David 
Holm (Sjostrom) to beg him one last time to reform, 
but it’s already too late - carousing with companions 
in the cemetery, he gets into a drunken fight and is 
killed. 

The eerie phantom carriage comes for him, its driver 
the friend who first led him into debauchery and who 
now takes him on a tour of his miserable, selfish life. 
The pioneering special effects shots of the spectral 
vehicle by Julius Jaenzon are still remarkably effective 
as it travels along gloomy highways and down to the 
seabed to recover a dead mariner, and the cast gives 
pleasingly naturalistic performances for a silent film of 
this time. 

But alongside its strong temperance message, the film 
also makes an insistent connection between the flesh 
and the spirit, between physical action and its 
inevitable emotional consequences. 

Included on a separate disc is Ingmar Bergman’s 1980 
TV film The Image Makers, based on a stage play 
examining some of the ideas behind The Phantom 
Carriage. 

Elderly Nobel Prize-winning authoress Selma Lagerlof 
(Anita Bjork), writer of book on which the film is 
based, visits Sjostrom and Jaenzon in their studio to 
view scenes, only to become embroiled in a battle of 
wits and emotions with volatile young actress Tora 
Teje (Elin Klinga), who challenges her for the 
inspiration behind her writing and so painfully draws 
out its autobiographical seeds.

CONTROL 

(Momentum Pictures, 15, retail & rental) 

Photographer and acclaimed music video director 
Anton Corbijn’s debut feature is one of the finest rock 
portraits filmed, tapping passionately into the angst 
and alienation of tragic Joy Division singer Ian Curtis. 
Based on the book Touching From A Distance by 
Curtis’ widow Deborah and shot in the same high- 
contrast, grainy black and white which characterised 
his melancholy Atmosphere ’88 video, he chronicles 
the singer’s life from awkward teens through to the 
formation of Warsaw, its change to Joy Division and 
growing success in the hands of Factory Records boss 
Tony Wilson and manager Rob Gretton. 

The film’s live performance sequences are 
electrifying, bristling with the same sweatbox energy 
exuded by early concert bootleg recordings of the 
band, and it would have been all too easy for Corbijn 
to focus only on this aspect of the story; it’s 
melancholy heart, however, lies elsewhere, in the 
bleak Macclesfield environs in which Curtis meets 
and marries so young to Deborah, in his ongoing 
struggle with depression, the pain he inflicts on his 


wife through his affair with Annik Honore and his 
inability to end it or live without either of them and, 
most of all, his anguish and dread of his worsening 
epilepsy. 

Newcomer Sam Riley gives a breath-taking 
performance as Curtis and is perfectly complimented 
by Samantha Morton as his wife and a hugely capable 
support cast who don’t settle for impersonation but 
inhabit their roles with total conviction. 

Corbijn is clearly fascinated with his subject, perhaps 
even as smitten as are the legion of Joy Division fans 
who keep Curtis’ flame burning so bright, but it’s a 
fervour which only ever works to Control s advantage. 
Extra material includes an insightful director 
commentary, making-of feature, extended 
performance scenes and a gallery.

THE BRAVE ONE 

(Warner Home Video, 18, retail & rental) 

Director Neil Jordan and star Jodie Foster work hard 
to give this Death Wish- style revenge thriller a quality 
gloss and the sense of something articulate, but it 
ultimately falters for the same reason as did Kevin 
Bacon’s very similar Death Sentence - it’s an 
exploitation movie that seems embarrassed by the 
fact. 

New York radio personality Erica and her fiancee 
suffer a brutal attack in Central Park which leaves him 
dead and her in a three-week coma. Back home and 
crippled by despair and agoraphobia, she obtains an 
illegal handgun and sets about righting perceived 
wrongs in the manner of real life 1984 Big Apple 


vigilante Bernard Goetz, placing herself in precarious 
positions and simply blowing bad guys away. 

As she becomes front page news, she also gets 
emotionally close to the cop in charge of the case, 
who clearly suspects her - but will he do anything 
about it? 

Handsomely mounted and largely well written and 
performed, it’s a moral mess of a film when all’s said 
and done, opening with an horrific condemnation of 
unsanctioned violence only to effectively pull a U-turn 
and find that it’s okay for victims to blaze away with 
impunity after all.

THE LAST LEGION 

(Momentum Pictures, 12, retail & rental) 

A most enjoyable fantasy romp set amid the last gasp 
of ancient Rome, with the boy emperor Romulus 
Augustus rescued from the overwhelming Goth 
hordes and spirited away to Britannia in search of a 
fabled sword said to have magical powers. 

Colin Firth is reliably stoic as a loyal legionnaire of the 
imperial bodyguard who rescues the lad from the 
prison island of Capri, with the help of Bollywood star 
Aishwarya Rai as an improbable and improbably 
beautiful Byzantine warrior and Ben Kingsley as a 
wise old sage who seeks the fabled blade. 

Once in Britannia, they find the remnants of the last 
legion of Rome and forge them once more into a 
fighting force to be reckoned with as the dark forces 
of the Goths and a deranged masked local warlord 
draw near.
